WOOLEN CASES

Cloth Wood's Company Sold
Not a Necessary Under Lever

Act, Judge Mack Holds.

APPEAL' TO BE TAKEN.

Government Will Carry Profi-

teering Charges to the . .

Highest Tribunal,

The Indictment charging the Amer-

ican Wool'.an Company of New York,

the American Woollen Company of
Massachusetts, and William M.

Wood, Prfcjjlent and General Mana-

ger of botSE corporations, with profi-
teering In' .the sale of woollen cloth
was quashed to-d- by Federal Judge
Julian WJ Mack In the I'cdernl b's-trl- ot

Court.
In his decision Judge Mack sus-

tained the argument of Charles K.
Hughes, attorney for Wood and the
corporations, that a piece of woollen
cloth Is not "an article 'of""tfeaTtrig
apparel" and hence Is not subject to
price control under tho terms of the
Lever Act.

Frederick W, Dlsgood, Special At-

torney General appointed with Her-
bert C. Smythe to prosecute the case,
announced soon nfter the publication
of Judge Mack's decision that an ap-

peal would be taken to the highest
court. He said he had advised the
Deportment of Justice he would sue
out a "writ of error."

Tho indictment returned by the
LPederal Grand Jury in May charged
tr.e defendants, individually and col
lectively, with obtaining excessive
prices for various pieces of woollen
cloth. The Indictments contained
fourteen counts, on each of which
each defendant was liable. If con-
victed, to (5,000 fine, two years In Jail,
or otn sucn nne ana imprisonment.

Mr. Smythe argued In his brief that
the United States Supreme Court had
held that whore there was conflict be-

tween the wording of a law and the
intent of Jts maker the Judge was to
consider the obvious legislative In-

tent. He asserted that tho obvious
Intent of tho Lever Act was to pre-

vent profiteering In all necessaries of
life.

Judge Mack in his decision says the
outstanding question "In this case Is

whether the piece of cloth Is a neces
sary within tbo meaning of Section 4

of the Lover Act, or Is weiring ap-

parel as defined In Section I ft that
act, as antended by the act of Oct.
22, 1919."

After citing the sections of the act.
Judge Mack adds: .

"The Indictment Is based on that
provision of the Section 4, making It
unlawful to make any unjust or un-

reasonable rate or ohurge In handling
or dealing with any necessary.

'iSectton 4 cannot be read Inde-
pendently of Section 1. Tho acts
prohibited In this section do not re-

fer to all necessaries, but clearly re-

fer only to those defined as such in
Section 1 (Section 1 mentions wear.
ing apparel, but mokes no mention of
fabrics,) Woartnc ojjparc! is a neces-
sary. If Section 4 had forbidden tho
unreasonable rates as to any neces-

saries, wearing apparel, clearly a
necessary, would have been embraced
therein, even before the amendment
bf 1919,
